By Cowries, Chintſes, Callicoes, and moſt Sorts of India Good 85 
which we alſo exchange for Slaves and Teeth. 


* The Mallays are Black Turks or Mabometaus, whoſe Country is about the 
Middle of the Main of 4frica, or, from the Coaſt of Guinea, half way over to- 


wards Algier. 


I] Comries are not only the current Money of the Empire of Paupau, but all the 
Neighbouring Nations, and are ſmall Shells brought from India, which we Pure 
chaſe of that Company by the Hundred Weight, and carry great Quantities to 
Paupau : They are vulgarly caJl'd Blackamores Teeth. The Negroes with a little 
Tool and a Stone make a Hole in the Back of each, and then put 36 or 37 on a 
String, which then go at the Value of 3 d. Sterl. but if unſtrung, no leſs than 40. 


G OL D. 


By Trading with the Portugueſe for great Quantities, which 
they give not only for the Slaves, whom they come to buy of 
us, and are yalued above all others, but alſo for our own, and India 
Commodities, which they buy of us with Gold, in order there- 
with to purchaſe Slaves of the Natives. 


RUM ard SUGARS. 


By our ſettling Plantations there, for which we might obtain 
Grants of the Emperor, according to his Promiſe, and the Natives 
would ſell themſelves to us for a ſmall Matter, on Condition of 
not carrying them off, (which is praiſed now by the Dutch 
Chief at 7acquin) by which Means we ſhould much eſtabliſh our 
Intereſt there ; and by this Means alſo we could ſupply all their 
Country, at eaſy Rates, with Rum, which they would like as 
well as, if not better than, Brandy, and which the French now 
ſupply them with in great Quantities : And, if it might be thought 
of. Advanras to us at Home, or no Detriment to our Plantations 
Abroad, we might alſo make Sugars in great Quantities. | 


COTTON, INDIGO, and GINGER, 


Theſe grow in the Country in great Abundance, being much 
uſed by the Natives, and might be greatly improved. 


There are likewiſe ſeveral Sorts of Dying WOODS and DRUGS. 


Beſides all theſe Adyantages, we are credibly inform'd, that 
there are Diamonds among the Malays, with whom there is no 
Poſſibility of trading, but by paſling Tr x this Emperor's Do- 
minions ; a Thing impracticable but by his Favour and Permiſſion : 
And very probably there may be Gold, and many other valuable 
Treaſures, which may accrue to us in our Traffick with a People, 
who are eſteemed ſo abounding in theſe rich Productions.

7 Cr HE ROYAL AFRICAN COMPANY of Z#ngland, 
thinking it neceſſary and advantageous to make a Settlement 
NW T. at Jacquin on the Coaſt of Guinea, ſent Capt. Lambe their 
> | Chief Factor, and ſeveral others for that Purpoſe ; but all 
N ſoon dy'd with the Diſtempers of the Country, except the 
ſaid Lambe, who went about forty Miles In-land to 
purchaſe Slaves of the Great King of Ardah, then at War with his Bro- 
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ther; who deſiring the Aſſiſtance of the Great King of Daubomay, now 


the preſent Emperor of Paupau, who was famed for War, his Army 
came down and ſurprized the City of Ardah, flew the King, moſt of 
his Great Men, Generals, and other Officers, and ravaged the whole Coun- 
try, putting all to Fire and Sword; and there took the faid Lambe 
Captive, and carried him to the conquering Prince; who never having 
ſeen a White Man before, received him with much Joy, and conferred 
great Honours on him, but detained him, till he was near four Years 
without ſeeing any white Perſon ; and then order'd him to write a 
Letter to his Majeſty King GEORGE, to give an Account of 
him, his Country, Wars, Conqueſts, Manner of Living, Ec. and ſent 
Adomo Tomo, with the ſaid Lambe, to ſee the King and Kingdom of 
Great Britain; that, on his Return, he might give him an ample Ac- 
count thereof: And, as a Token of the Deſire he had of beiog known 
to ſo great a Prince as his Majeſty, and to trade in Friendſhip with 
his Subjects, ſent him a Preſent of forty Slaves. But the faid Lambe 


not being able to get a Ship, that would take them in upon Freight to 


the Meſt- Indies, was obliged to ſell them on the Coaſt, and leave the 
Proceeds in the Hands of the African Company's Governor and Chief 
Factor at J/bidah, who ſince paid the ſame into the Hands of the ſaid 
Company. | 

AND his MAI EST u having been pleaſed to referr the ſaid Affair 
to the Right Honourable the Lords Commiſſioners of Trade, the ſaid 
Lambe is ready to obey ſuch Orders as he ſhall receive, concern- 
ing his going back, with his MajesTy's moſt Gracious Anſwer and 
the {ſaid Adomo Tomo, who will be a great Inſtrument in the eſtabliſhing 
the 'Trade and Intereſt of our Nation before others.
